New Phaso Of Terrorism 


The sinking of the Norweglon 
steamer Glitrefjell (1,568 tons) and 
the British steamer City of Kobe 
(4,373 tons) to-day indicated a new 
phase of U-boat activity, both ships 
‘being torpedoed. Survivors of the 
City of Kobe said two days before 
they were sunk they hid been bomb- 
ed and straffed by German planes, 

A third ship sunk to-day was the 
Danish steamer Jytte (1,077 tons) 
belicvedly by a mine, the Nazls ap- 
parently mixing mining and torpeda- 
ing tactlis depending'on tle success 
of the Allied counter-measures.

The Russlans are reported to have 
renewed thelr attacks on the Man- 
nerhelm Line, despite heavy losses, 
apparently believing that Finland's 
small man power cannot long with- 
stand the incessant pounding. The 
latest attack was to the west of the 
middle Isthmus, 


In the past three days the Rus- 
slanis attacked with great force, slx 
different places along the Line. Fin- 
nish military observers believe that 
the Russians plan to continue the 
series of punches, hoping to keep

The Canadian Expeditionary Force 
received wt very enthustastic welcome 
when the men streamed ashore in 
thousands on Sunday. 

Great ners, guarded by a formid~ 
able squadron from the Royal Navy, 
brought the soldiers into the British 
port, while a fleet of aeroplanes 
patrolled overhead, guarding agatnst 
any. surprise attack,

the last war, but the majority are 
youngsters. v 

When the troops were drawn up on 
the pier, they heard the  Gencral 
Officer Commanding read on message 
of welcome from His Majesty the 
King, who sald: ‘The British Army 
will be proud to have as comrades 
in arms the successors of those who 
came from Canada in the Great War 
and fought with a heroism that has 
never been forgotten.” 

The Canadians doffed thelr caps 
and cheered Mr, Anthony Eden, 
Secretary of State for the Dominions, 
when he officially welcomed them.’ 
Mr, Eden said: “The British people 
will never forget this’ great act of 
co-operation, The task before us 
may b¢ a long one—it certainly will 
be ‘a tough one, but in the assurance

Yet if he asked himself how he 
had come to such, a conclusion, he 
vould. surely think _it__significant. 
-thut he had been led to it by read- 
ing the public press. Was there 
ever a purely authoritarian State 
which permitted such free discus- 
sion of grievances? Igy there any 
‘mention in German presa of the 
suppression of news or of the 
character of German propaganda? 
Is anyone in Germany, in print, or 
in public speech, permitted to 
criticise the administration or to 
suggest desirable reform? 

It is remarknble evidence of 
Greut Britain's retention of the 
democratic nttitude that, though 
news about military matters und 
foreign policy is obstinntely cen- 
sored, there Is no restraint what- 
socver on general comment except 
that imposed by the eritics on 
themselves. New orders and re- 
gulations are frankly discussed. 
Complaints against hardship are 
freely -ventiluted. The press is 
active in giving expression to. what 
the people are thinking, and Mem- 
bers of Parliament -are alert in 
asking questions in the House and

HILE German threats to’ Britain are still 
unexecuted the Reich, in the last few 
weeks, has suffered a succession of setbacks of 
all) kinds—the Anglo-French-Turkish Pact, 
Papal Encyclical, raising of the U.S. arms em- 
bargo, speeches by Molotov and Voroshilov 
affirming once more that the Soviet Union will 
not give the Reich military or material support, 
also that the Kremlin officially numbera Ger- 
many among the capitalist States: it wishes to 


oppose.

fauged by reporta I have received from neutral coun- 
tries, sald Madame Tabouls. 

Tho war plans for: the West we have heard sq much 
‘about have undergone considerable changes, 

Yt seems that the Fuhrer, while adopting towards Holland 
o similar attitude to that adopted by the Soviet to the 
Baltic States, now wishes to prepare his generals for a 
new plan. J 

This Is of much intercst to us, especially after the Fuhrer’s 
Munich speech, in which he admitted Germany was 
preparing for a five-yenrs war—this being a public 
avowal of the fotlure of that “Blltzkreig” by means of 
which he promised his people victory over the demo- 
cractes in less than six’ months. 


IF AN OFFENSIVE FAILED 


A few doys ago, at a Council of War attended by the 
Fuhrer, some Reichwehr chiefs and most of the Nazi 
Grand Council, General Refchennu spoke on “the capa- 
city of Germaony’s resistance in case of failure. of an 
offensive in the West," in the course of which’ the 
Fuhrer several times expressed’approval by voice and 
gesture. 

Reichenau remarked that the discussion.was taking place 
in.the presence of the Fuhrer himself and dignitaries 
of the regime and army, and was therefore absolutely 
oficial and authorised. Otherwise a discussion of this 
nature would necessarily be considered ev ‘manifestation 
of “high treason.” . ‘ 

He declared, in the case of fallute of a Western offensive, 
the situation would not be so desperate as certain Reich 
pessimists liked to sny. Such failure, moreover, would 
be possible only if the Retch decided to Jaunch a fen- 
eral attack in the West, which was not the case at 
present. , ; ‘ 

He pointed out that before this would take place indus- 
trial and agricultural reorganisation of the. Relch would 
be completed, and the entire industrial system trans~ 
ferred from the left bank of the Rhine ‘and exposed 
regions of the right bank to the well-protected hinter- 
land—especially the north-east and south-cast regions 
of the Reich.

With forces established in this defensive position the 
Nazi Government would accept pence only on condition

Reports of this discussion deeply .impressed Nazi circles, 
for it is the first tlme the Fuhrer has given his adviscrs 
to understand that he will probably not dare to launch 
a general attack on the Western front, but that he 
eonsiders he con, while remaining -on the defensive, 
obtain that German peace for which he has for so 
many years asked the Third Reich to make such great 
sacrifices,. 

One may presume, therefore, that if the Fuhrer treats 
Holland as Stalin has treated Estonia, he will lounch 
an alr war against England while trying to effect “a 
moral conquest” of neutral countries. 

He hos. just'set up an organisation ‘with oa fund of 
eine, 000 for distributing publicity to neutral coun- 

en. 

Under the direction of Dr, Gemsen, German publicity 
associations. have been formed in various neutral 
capitals, mand newspapers are offered Jarge sums of 
money on condition that they modify their policy in 
favour of Germany.

The political representatives of the 
Dominions are each accompanied by 
one senfor military adviser. All are 
wgtreed that the work performed int 
few short weeks is prodigious, : 

They are‘impressed by the spirit 
whieh animates the British Army, 
from the Commandcr-in-Chief, Gen. 
Viscount Gort; and the corps com- 
manders down to the guardsmen and 
private soldiers whom they . have 
seen engaged on dinsing, revetting, 
und generally developing the 
fensive system of pillboxes,. forts and 
strong points taken ovér from the 
French,

unexecuted the Reich, in the last few 
weeks, has suffered a succession of setbacks of 
all kinds—the Anglo-French-Turkish. Pact, 
Papal Eneyelical, raising of ‘the U.S. arms em- 
barge, speeches by Molotov. and Voroshilov 
affirming once more that the Soviet ‘Union will 
not give the Reich military or material support, 
also that the Kremlin ofmcially numbers Ger- 
many among the ‘capitalist States it wishes to 
oppose. - : ae 
The effect on the Fuhrer of this series of defeats "can be 
gauged by reports I have received from neutral coun- 
tries, sald Madame Tabouls, 
The war plans for'the West we have heard so much 
about have underyrone considerable changes, é 
tt neems that the Fuhrer, while adopting towards Holand 
na similar attitude to that ndopted hy the Sovict to the 
Baltie States, now wishes to prepare his generals fora 
new plan. : $ 

This Is of much Interest to us, espectally after the Fuhrer's 
Munich speech, in which he ndmitted Germany was 
preparing for n_five-yeors war—this’ being a public 
avownl of the fallure of that "Blitzkrela” by means of 
which he promised his people victory over the demo- 
eracies in less than slx months. 


IF AN OFFENSIVE FAILED | 


A few days ufo, at a Council of War attended by the 
Fuhrer, some Reichwehr chicfs and most of the Nazi 
Grand Council, General Reichenau spake on “the capn- 
city of Germany’s resistance in case of failure of an 
offensive in the West,” in the course of which the 
Fuhrer several times expressed approval by volee and 

+ gesture. : 

Refchenau remarked that the discussion was taking place 
in the presence of the Fubrer himself and dignitaries 
of the regime:and army, and wos therefore absolutely 
offleint hnd nuthorised. Otherwise a discussion of this 
nature would necessarily be considered a manifestation; 
of “high treason.” ‘ 

He declared, in the case of failure of a Western offensive, 


the situation would not be so desperate as certain Retch }: 


pessimists Nked to say. Such failure, moreover, would 
be possible only if the Relch decided to Taunch a pens 
eral attack In the West, which was not the case at 
present. ‘ 

He pointed out that before thls would take place indus- 
trial and agricultural reorganisation of the Refch would 
be completed, and the entire industrial system trans- 
ferred from the left bank of the Rhine and exposed 
regions of the right bank to the well-protected hinter- 
land—especially the north-cast and south-cast regians 
of the Reich.

He went on to show how such evacuation could be car- 
ricd out without weakening the country’s enpacity for 
resistance. ‘ 

The German armies could withdraw to the other side of 
the Rhine and remain there on the defensive for years. 
Relchenau explained at Iength that such a defensive 

. would Incke all danger. ‘This plan had been suggested 
by a group of German officers to Ludendorff in 1018, 
but the Kalser had not dared to adopt !t because the 
economic position thereby would have been preatly 
weakened, : : ‘ 

Relchenau continued that if the German armies ever 
did carry out such a withdrawal It should not affect 
the position of the Nazi regime. 

With forces established In this defensive position the 
Nazi Government would aceept peace only on condltion 
the Third Relch maintained the frontiers as existing 
in.Autumn 1039, and als Its Nazi regime. 

The Fuhrer agrecd also when Relchenau stated that if 
such ao withdrawal was carried out the chances of 
obtaining from the democracies a real “German peuce”™ 
demanded by the Fubrer would continually Increase. 


_ BOGEY OF 'BOLSHEVISM 

For Refchenat: harbours the illusion that the Allies, fear- 
ing for spread of Bolshevisation and Russian milltary

Reports of this discussion deeply impressed Nazi elrcles, 
for St is the first time the Fuhrer has given his advisers 
to understand that he will probably not dare to Jaunch 
a general attack on the Western front, but that he 
considers he can, while remalning on the defensive, 
obtain that German peace for which he has for so 
many years asked the Third Relcl’ to make such great 
snerifices, 

One mny presume, therefore, that [f the Fuhrer treats 
Holland as Stalln has treated Estonia, he will launch 
an ale war against. England while trying to effect “a 
moral conquest” of neutral countrics. * i 

He has just set up an organisation with a fund of 
£2,000,000 for distributing publicity to neutral coun- 
tries. * 

Under the dircction:of Dr. Gemsen, German publicity 
-associntions have been formed in various neutral 
capitals, and newspapers are offered large sums of 
money on condition that they modify’ their policy in 
favour of Germany. :
